'A'} iinsdale correspondent calls attention to flic fact that the 


lime is close ;if hand when the law of this state requires the 
annual removal from (he roadsides of obstructive brush and 
weed growths, and in addition offers sonic sensible remarks on 
1he subject. 
He reminds readers that conditions now are not 


what the}' were when horses and oxen supplied the motive 
power on the highways. With teams the people could travel 
in safety even though unable to see far ahead, but with motor 
vehicles.it is different. 
People driving automobiles need to 


know-something of the conditions on the road ahead, which is 
impossible where there is too great a growth of 'trees and brush 
unless the rdads are perfectly straight, which few country 
roads are -for any distance. 


For this reason the law wisely provides that there shall be a 


cleaning up once a year, and August is set for 'the lime because 
of the fact that brush ail at this season is more apt to die. 
II 


is to be expected that city and town authorities throughout the 
state will see that the law is properly complied with, and the 
resulting improvement is sure to be marked. 


And in addition lo making the roads safer for motorists the 


cutting; of brush and superfluous trees is a distinct benefit to 
the roads. 
11 makes Iheir maintenance easier and less cosily 


by Idling in the sun during parts of the day, drying out the 
moisture and preventing rutting, which is sure lo occur on dirl 


' roads that arc loo heavily 'shaded. This is easy lo understand, 
,and was understood by the law makers who provided for the 
annual slashing thai is aboul lo begin. 


The love of trees is so strong in most people as to over- 


shadow Iheir judgment and lead them to refrain from cutting, 
even where culling is badly needed. This applies nol only to 
trees along the roads, but to private properly. 
There are 


many houses and yards that have too much shade. A reason- 
able amount of shade is a good thing, but where trees are so 
dense as to shade a house at all hours of the day conditions are 
less healthful and less beautiful. Lawns and shrubs must have 
some sunshine if they are to thrive, and it is belter for people 
not lo spend loo much. time in the shade. The house is health- 
ier thal'gels the sun during a portion of the clay, as health 
authorities and others who have made a sludy of the subjccl 
are well aware. 


The correspondent stales the case correctly when he says: 


"A season like the present has afforded illustrations in many 
towns of the extremely muddy and bad conditions of roads 
along (he sides of which are masses of overhanging trees and 
bushes, keeping (he (raveled way, and especially the ditches, 
which should always afford good drainage, filled with mud 
and water. Road machines and road menders go over such 


. roads from year to year lo liltle purpose. They waste money 
because they always do temporary rather than reasonably 
perrhanenl and progressive work." 


That is true. Properly shaded highways are delightful, but 


the public does not like to feel that it is traveling wood roads. 
The careful driver wauls lo see where he is going and would 
much rather be in (he sun parl of the time than in the mud all 
of (he time. 


There are two sides to (his tr"ee business. Trees are all right 


in. their place and in sufficient number, but if is a mistake to 
allow them to monopolize (he highways. The clearing that is 
called for by law is exactly the right thing, and Hie authorities 
should'sce to it thai ihc law is lived up lo.

here in Portsmouth and was known by most of our citizens, 
fie was aclive in everything that he undertook and was a hard 
worker and one of the most elTicient officers in (he Navy. A 
loyal friend, a fair fighfcr and a thorough, dyed-in-the-wool 
American. 
His death removes one .of our best types of citi- 


zens.
